The  over-all  effect  is  already 
impressive  but  the  prospect  of  rounding  out  the  School's  facilities 
gives  even  greater  momentum  to  the  "forward"  look  that  permeates 
the  School.  The  second  annual  St.  Andrew's  Day  dinner  wi'  all  the 
trimmins  was  a  colourful  and  enjoyable  occasion.  Clan  colours  were 
presented  to  boys  who  had  earned  the  required  minimum  number 
of  points  for  their  Clan  —  achievements  in  every  facet  of  School 
life  having  point  value.  The  Skating  Party  which  has  become  an 
annual  "do"  was  again  a  great  success  —  the  School  being  host  to 
partners  from  "sister"  schools.  The  Debating  Team  has  broken  even 
so  far  in  its  verbal  tussles  with  other  schools.  The  new  literary 
venture,  "Script",  is  well  on  its  way  to  publication  and  looks  promis- 
ing. The  French  consul  honoured  the  French  Club  by  being  a  guest 
at  one  of  its  meetings  this  term.  At  other  meetings  several  interesting 
films  about  France  (and  Algeria)  have  been  shown  —  in  French. 
Shaw's  "Caesar  and  Cleopatra"  as  played  at  the  Crest  Theatre  was 
so  much  enjoyed  by  the  Upper  Sixth  that  the  rest  of  the  School 
above  Third  Form  attended  a  later  performance.  The  "Three  One-Act 
Plays"  were  well  presented  and  well  received  by  the  School  and 
visitors.  Those  taking  part  were  for  the  most  part  from  Flavelle  House. 
The  Senior  Play  night  is  imminent  and  previews  indicate  that  the 
usual  high  standard  of  performance  may  be  expected.  Mac  House 
Night  with  its  play  (not  yet  selected)  is  still  some  weeks  away.  But 
on  March  3rd  an  operetta,  "Hearts  Are  Trump",  will  be  presented  at 
U.C.C.  by  Mac  House.  The  occasion  is  the  Annual  One-Act  Play 
Night  at  U.C.C.  Prep,  with  U.C.C,  Havergal,  and  S.A.C.  taking  part 
—  non-competitive.  And  while  talking  about  singing,  the  Trebles, 
under  John  Bradley's  direction,  won  top  honours  at  the  Kiwanis 
Music  Festival  again.

ATHLETICALLY   SPEAKING  .  .  . 

The  School  continues  to  have  a  good  year.  The  Hockey  Team 
has  been  blowing  hot  and  cold  —  very  hot  when  it  defeated  U.C.C. 
5-1  and  tied  a  strong  Canoe  Club  4-4  but  lukewarm  in  a  4-2  loss 
to  U.T.S.  at  Varsity  Arena.  T.C.S.  beat  us  2-1  at  Port  Hope  in  a  real 
rouser  but  the  rest  of  the  record  so  far  is  on  the  credit  side  with 
wins  over  Pickering  (7-3),  Lakefield  (9-1),  and  Appleby  (4-1).  Returns 
with  T.C.S.,  U.C.C.  and  the  Ridley  game  will  complete  the  schedule. 
In  addition  to  their  usual  exhibition  games,  Basketballers  have  been 
competing  in  a  local  C.O.S.S.A.  league  with  fair  results:  half-way 
up  the  table.
